GREENWOOD. Miss.—(/P)—Defense 


attorneys for Dr. Sarah Ruth Dean, 
charged with murder for the alleged 
poisoning of Dr. John Freston Ken- 
nedy, Tuesday were overruled for the 
second time on motions to prevent the 
presentation of Kennedy's dying state- 
ment to the jury. 


As Dr. Henry 
Kennedy, 
dentist, 


once again went over his dramatic 
recital of the death of his brother in 
a hospital at Jackson, climaxed with 
his brother's quoted charge (hot "Ruth 
Dean gave me a drink of whisky with 
poison in it," the 12 men in the jury 
box leaned forward and listened in 
rapt attention. 


Dr. Dean listened with the fame air 


of cool interest she has maintained 
throughout the trial. 


The witness broke down and cried 


when lit told of his brother's prayers 
that he might live until his divorced 
wife and d-.nigliter, who were in Pan- 
ama at the time, reached his bedside, 


As court recessed for luncheon, de- 


fense attorneys said they would cross- 
examine the witness Tuesday after- 
noon.

Afterward the de- 
fense subjected the witness to stiff 
cross-examination and then moved to 
bar the testimony from the trial rec- 
ord. The motion was overruled by 
presiding Judge S. F. Davis, who or- 
dered the testimony presented to the 
jurors Tuesday. 


Dr. Henry Kennedy testified that 


his brother told him. another brother, 
and an attending physician, as he was 
dying, that Dr. Dean gave him poison 
in awhisky highball during an after- 
midnight meeting at Kennedy's clinic. 


"She has been worrying me, calling 


me several times each night," Henry 
Kennedy quoted his brother as fay- 
ing before he died in Baptist hospital 
jn Jackson.

Calm as ever, the handsome woman

Once a faint 
smile played about her lips as the wil- 
ness said they had asked Preston Ken- 
nedy "what he wanted clone," and 
quoted him u» .saying:

The witness said the dying man's 


reference to "us three" meant his two 
brothers and himself. 


Henry, slim, tall and dark, very pro- 


fessional in appearance, testified in 
low voice. Frequently his face was 
drawn and other members of the Ken- 
nedy family in the courtroom wept. 


The witness said his brother, who 


became ill the night of July 27, was 
removed to the Jackson hospital five 
days later and died five days after 
that.

Frank Smith and Anne Cannon had 


been sweethearts long before the win- 
ter week-end in November, 1929, when 
Reynolds, then 18, came from Winston 
Salem to tha Cannon mansion in Con- 
cord for a visit. 


It was at this time that Cannon, his 


daughter and Reynolds drove across 
the line Into York, S. C.. where the 
silddert wedding was performed. 


Nine months later, on August 29. 


1930, Anne became ti mother. Even be- 
fore then she and her young husband 
had separated, "but only temporarily." 


Four months after the birth of her 


daughter, on the evening of Decem- 
ber 3. Anne accompanied Tom Gay 
Coltranc. 27, n son of u millionaire 
Concord banker, to a party at the 
home of Dr. E. A. Miscnheimer. After 
a gay evening they left together.

WASHINGTON.—An unemployment 


insurance bill designed 
to fit 
the 


American system of government was 
to be introduced in the Semite Mon- 
day by Senator Robert F. Wagner, 
Democrat. New York, lony congress' 
most active advocate of federal legis- 
lation to stabili/e employment and 
prepare for slack times, and now in 
addition to his senatorship chairman 
of the NRA's National Labor Board. 


While not an administrative meas- 


ure, the bill will start its legislative 
course under the friendly 
eye 
of 


President Roosevelt. During confer- 
ences concerning the bill, the presi- 
dent had expressed a sincere interest 
in its purposes and its terms, Senator 
Wagner said Sundny. A companion 
measure will be introduced in the 
house by Representative 
David 
J. 


Lewis, Democrat, Maryland. 


In a strict sense, the bill docs not 


provide for unemployment insurance, 
but through use of the federal taxing 
power in intended to encourage the 48 
ttates to set u punemployment sys- 
tems of their own. A new federal tax 
is to be levied upon the pay rolls of 
all employers, but in states where an 
unemployment insurance law meeting 
certain minimum requirements is in 
effect, employers will be allowed to 
deduct from their pay roll tax all 
funds paid out under their state law. 
Exemptions eliminate from the federal 
tax provisions very small employers, 
farmers, employers of domestic serv- 
ice, and hospitals. As an added in- 
centive for employers to stabilize the 
work level, furtheir offsets against the 
federal tax would ze allowed when- 
ever an employers' success wins him 
a decrease in his contributions under 
state law.

Taxpayers should note

thcRcvcnnc Act of 1932 the credit 
for dependents as well as the person- 
al exemption is required to be pro- 
rated where n change of status occurs 
during the taxable your. A fractional 
part of a month is to be disregarded 
unless it amounts to more than hnlf 
a month, in which case it is consider- 
ed it month.

gle woman who 
were married in 


Only 20, 1933, and were living to- 
gether on the Inst day of the taxable 
year, may flie a ' joint return and 
would be entitled to a personal ex- 
emption of $2.208.,14, which is sevcn- 
twelfths of $1,000 for the husband 
while single, plus seven-twelfths of 
$1.000 for the While while single, phis 
five-twelfth of $2,500 for the period 
during which they were married. If 
separate returns are filed, each is en- 
titled to a personal exemption of $1,- 
104.17, which is seven-twelfths of $1,000 
plus one-half of five-twelfths of $2.- 
50G. If during the year 1933 the hus- 
band or the wife had the status of 
the head of a family prior to their 
marriage he or she would be entitled 
to his or her pro rata share of the psr- 
sonal exemption of $2,500 allowed the 
head of u family for the period prior 
to their marriage instead of merely 
that allowed a single person. How- 
ever, for the period of their marriage 
any exemption to which either might 
be entitled as the head of a family 
would be merged in the joint per- 
sonal exemption for that period. The 
joint 'personal "exemption.' allowable 
in the casp of ;i couple who were mar- 
ried and living together during the 
entire year may not exceed $2,500. 


If a child under 18 years of age and 


dependent on the parent for support 
reaches the age of 18 years during the. 
taxable year, the credit of $400 for a 
dependent is required to be prorated

Watch your 
children, 
especially 


when they are between 3 and 5 years, 
tor any sign of infection of their 
Joints. And. while you're watching 
them, be on guard against use of in- 
fected milk, because that's the me- 
dium through which the youngsters 
are most likely to become infected 
with the disease called tuberculosis 
of the joints. 


In fact, tuberculosis of the bones 


and joints more frequently follows in- 
fection through milk than does tuber- 
culosis of the lungs. 
This type of tuberculosis is one of 


the most difficult diseases for medi- 
ca Itreatment, largely because of the 
way in which it is assocated with 
tuberculosis elsewhere in body. 


If your doctor could treat this dis- 


ease alone, and ignore the rest of the 
body, he could do much more than is 
possible today, to cure the stricken 


Sell It!

child. 


Usually only one joint is affected, 


but sometimes several joints become 
diseased. You can tell it by a swell- 
ing of the joint, a rise in temperature, 
pain in motion, and then a disability 
and stiffness of the joint. 


The child will be disturbed during 


sleep and will let you know about' it 
by crying out during the night. 


Because the disease generally affects 


the whole body, the child will get 
sicker, lose weight, and become in- 
active. 


The doctor examines the joint with 


the X-ray, to tell how far destruction 
of the bone has gone, and he takes 
the skin test for tuberculosis, which is 
of special value to children. 


He also can withdraw material from 


the infected area, inject it into a 
guinea pig, and discover whether tu- 
berculosis develops in this test animal. 
This makes his diagnosis certain. 


Today, treatment begun early and 


carefully controlled will bring about 
successful results in a great many 
cases. The first thing the doctor does 
is to "immobilize" the joint by putting 
it into splints to prevent muscle 
spasms, which tend to produce de- 
formities, and to prevent pain. 


If put on properly, the splints will 


produce a joint that will enable the 
limb to function properly. 


In the case of an ankle, a plaster 


of paris cast is put on to keep the 
foot at the proper angle with the leg. 
At the same time, the joint is treated 
with ultra-violet rays. 


While such treatment occasionally 


may be done at home, it is best ap- 
plied in institutions especially equip- 
ped for this purpose. 


Direct sun treatment is particularly 


beneficial, because it provides an out- 
door atmosphere. But 
when good 


sunlight is not 
available, 
artificial 


sunlight in various forms is next best. 


This type of treatment is not a mat- 


ter of days or weeks, but of months. 
In one case, this 
treatment lasted 


three years. 


The child should be protected from 


over-exposure to sun treatment. If 
the sun is very hot, there should be 
less exposure, and if the weather is 
too cold, the treatment may be omit- 
ted rather than have the child suffer 
from chill. 


Sometimes an operation is necessary, 


t oremove abscesses that develop, par- 
ticularly when the tuberculosis infec- 
tion is complicated by a secondary in- 
fection with other organisms.
